Banditi his Comrades, have made him fly to a Vil- 
lage firuate in the midft of the Woods on a fteep 
Mountain, where he waics the coming of the Troops 
which the Imperialifts have deiaci'd from Lom- 
bardy to Naples. The 20th of this Month a Com- 
miffery arriv’d here from Prince Eugene, to defire 
Paffage for thofe Troops through the Ecclefiaftical 
State, which is granted, with Quarters, Porrage for 
the Horfe, and Provifions for a Month. Orders have 
been fent to the Legates purfuant to this Refolution 
taken in a Congregation of State that fat upon this 
Affair ; and the Abbor Riviera is appointed Com- 
mifflary, to endeavour to obtain of Prince Eugene, 
that the Imperial Troops may not make Excurlions 
or commit any Diforders in the Ecclefiaftical S:ate. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, &c, dated June 17. 
Rome, May 28. The 22d Inftant the Queen Dow- 
ager of Poland return'd hither from Naples. She 
came in Time to be prefent at the Death of her Fa- 
ther the Cardinal d’Arquien, who being ftruck with 
an Apoplexy that Day, died the 25th, aged 106 
Years and 11 Months. His funeral Obfequies were 
perform'’d in the Church of St. Louis belonging to 
the French Nation ; and his Corps is intert’d in the 
Church of Madonna della Vittoria belonging to the 
barefooted Carmelites. The Viceroy of Naples has 
fent a Gentleman hither, to defire that he may be 
abfolv’d from the Excommunication denounc'd a- 
gaint him fome Time ago for infringing the Eccle- 
fiaftical Immunities in taking by Force a Criminal 
out of a Church ; fo that this Difference is intirely 
terminated, to the Satisfaction of this Court, after 
it had made a great Noife and retarded the Depar- 
ture of Cardinal Pignatelli to his Archbifhoprick of 
Naples, whither he will now be going next Week. 
General Werzell arriv’d here Yefterday, and is lodg’d 
in the Palace of Cardinal Grimani: Soon after, a 
Courier arriv’d with Advice that the Germzn 
Troops began to arrive at Pefaro, and that to put 
the People ro the Ieaft Inconvenience they can, they 
march by 3 Regiments in a Body. General Taun, 
their Commander in Chief, is expected here the 
30th Inftant,

Venice, June 3. The Imperial Troops that are on 
the March for Naples, were to arrive at Pefaro the 
28th paft and co reft themfelves there the 29th. The 
Adjutant of General Pate is arriv'’d ac Bologna from 
Cattel San Giovanni, to make the neceflary Regu- 
lations for the March of 2000 Horfe that arriv‘d 
the 28th at Crevalcuore, and are to follow the o- 
ther Troops by long Marches. General Taun on 
his Arrival at Ancona, is to open a 2d Paper of In- 
ftructions from the Emperour, by which to govern 
his further Motions. The Imperialifts have on the 
Po feveral Barks laden with Ammunition, which 
are to go tothe Coaft of Naples: Veffels are alfo 
fiting out at Segna, Bucari, and other Ports in 
Morlachia belonging to the Houfe of Auftria,to tranf- 
port Provifions to the Coaft of _ and favour 
the Enterprizes of the Imperial Troops. Letters 
from Bologna tell us, that the 29th paft 350 Horfe 
pafs'd through that City, to joyn the 2000 above- 
mention’d.
